.traiu between Konceverte and Darbin Ip run daily. 
The new train will leave Durbin at 5:50 a. m., arrive 
at Marlinton at 7:33 a. m., and Ronceverte at 10:00 
a. m., connnectiug with the west-bound accommoda¬ 
tion train on the main line runnibg to Hinton, Char¬ 
leston and Huntington, etc. * Returning the train will 
leave Ronceverte at 3:00 p. m., after the arrival of ac¬ 
comodation train from the west, arrive at Marlinton 
5:29 p. m. and Darbin at 7:10 p. m.
